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S REMARKS 

As an initial matter, Applicants appreciate the thorough examination and 
suggestions proffered by the Examiner. 

Applicants wish to draw the Examiner's attention to the enclosed Revocation of 
Power of Attorney with New Power of Attorney and Change of Correspondence Address, 
and respectfully request that this new information be made of record in the application 
file. 

Replacement Sheet for Drawings Provided 

On page 2 of the Examiner's Amendment, the Examiner states that the following 
changes to the drawings have been approved by the Examiner and agreed upon by 
Applicants: 

• In Fig. 2, the four apertures in the support plate 32 must be labeled 
numeral 36 as per page 5, line 21, of the specification. 

• The Examiner requires formal drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .84
